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BOOKS FOR GIRLS. 


AST week we noticed a number of new illustrated 

4 books for boys, of the kind always much in demand 
as Christmas presents, and of which the supply is equally 
abundant. This week we turn to similar books suitable 
for girls. 

Taking first, among those which we have received, 
books of a more ‘‘ grown-up” character, by authors of 
repute, we must draw attention to a charming edition ot 
Mrs. Gaskell’s ‘‘ Wives and Daughters’”’ (Herbert and 
Daniel), with a preface by Thomas Seccombe, and ex- 
cellent illustrations (eight of them in colour—many others 
in black-and-white) by M. V. Wheelhouse. Mr. Seccombe 
describes the book as “ one of the most perfect and pro- 
foundly interesting English novels ever written.’’ Many 
will agree with him, and they could not possess it in a more 
attractive form than this. ‘‘ Delfina of the Dolphins,’’ 
by Mary Argyle Taylor (Fifield) is not specifically a girls’ 
story, any more than ‘‘ Wives and Daughters.’ It is a 
sad but inspiring little tale of a modern Roman girl whose 
love ends in tragedy, but who finds consolation in con 
ducting a tapestry factory on lines of art and philanthropy 
rejecting a princely suitor.

It may be taken that practically the whole of the ostrich-feathers produced by South Africa 
are sold and handied in London, The importance of the industry is very great; yet the 
average man-in-the-street, or the woman who wears the feathers, has little or no idea of its 
magnitude. Oudtshoorn has been called the cradle of the ostrich-farming industry, and has 
risen in a decade to be the wealthiest South African inland farming town, chiefly by reason 
of its ostriches. It is the country of the plumed ostrich, or rather of “the plucked bird,” 
and everyone talks feathers. The industry was born in its present form only fifty years ago, 
and in 1865 there were but eighty-two tame birds in South Africa; while only sixteen
